There is a local law against the erec- 


tion of wooden buildings within one 
kindred and fifty feet of Broadway. 
•Why the ordinance did not include the 
depth of the entire block on either side, 
we are not prepared to say. That it 
should have done go there cannot be but 
one opinion. We tire reminded of this 
by the present erection of some of the 
most perfect piles of kindling wood in 
the rear of some of the best blocks of 
buildings on Broadway. Most of the 
business of the firemen is to' stand by 
and simply throw water on the roofs 
and sides of the brick buildings, while 
the old kindling wood flames away. We 
talk about fire alarms, etc., as if by any 
possibility nn engine could be brought 
to bear in time to save any of these rows 
of tinder boxes that line Broadway on 
•ither side, literoHy covering np almost 
e«ry brick structure with materials thnt 
•when once on fire, only the most super- 
human exertions conld succeed in pre- 
venting the destruction of the whole. 


There is little encouragement to cap- 


italists desirous of investing in a better 
quality of business structures than pre- 
vail in Oakland. Just now there is a 
batch of new seven-bjviiiue storeb going 
np on Eighth street, in the immediate 
reach of the O. B. E. A. building, an-1 
adding one more tindei box to the col- 
lecriotfin the rear of Wilcox block. The- 
thing is intensely suggestive of the ab- 
surdity of the ordinance permitting nuy- 
thing less substantial than brick to be 
erected on this or any other block be- 
tween Washington and Franklin streets. 
Place a wide street between buildings of 
any kind, and the work of checking fires 
is comparatively easy. 
The liest build- 


ing fronting on the west side of Broad- 
way is in continual danger of being 
wrapped in flames from a dozen old 
shells in the rear. 
Insurance is conse- 


quently higher, and the prospect of an 
increased number of good buildings is 
not flattering. The ordinance might as 
wall be repealed, if not improved. 


One reason why our citizens have 


been slow to believe the Regents other 
than infallible in their administration 
of University affairs is the absence of tua- 
tircs for conducting them in a partial 
and selfish manner.
